It is illegal to discard the following materials in your rubbish: • Pressurized cans • pool chemicals
• photo chemicals • pesticides • rodent poisons • fertilizers • toxic cleaning products 

• herbicides & weed killers • stains & varnishes • oil & lead based paints (but not latex paints) 
• solvents • thinners • waste oil • antifreeze • kerosene • unidentified chemicals • lead or acid

Take them to an auto service center or a HHW/CRT col-
lection.

• Button batteries (from watches, hearing aids, cameras,
etc.) contain mercury. Do not put them in the rub-
bish. Recycle them at a HHW or CRT collection or at the
button battery collection sites listed below.

COMPUTERS, TVs and MERCURY:
Computer monitors and TVs, which contain cathode ray tubes
(CRTs), are banned from your trash because of their high lead
content. What to do: Take your computer systems including
peripherals, TVs, audio and video electronic equipment includ-
ing VCRs and stereos, fluorescent tubes and compact fluores-
cent bulbs, microwave ovens, any recyclable batteries, and any
items containing mercury to one of Andover’s three CRT/TV &
electronic recycling events. 

The next collections will be on Saturdays, September 18,
2004, May 21, 2005 and June 18, 2005. The recycling collec-
tions are open for Andover residents only and are held at
the West Middle School parking lot on Shawsheen Road from
9:00 a.m. to 1:00 p.m.

LEAVES & GRASS CLIPPINGS COMPOSTING:
Leaves and grass clippings can be taken to the
compost site on High Plain Road (Bald Hill area).
The site is open year-round for walk-ins, and as
announced in the local newspapers for drive-ins.

Leaves are collected from the curbside twelve
weeks per year as announced in the local newspa-
pers. In the fall we will collect leaves the five weeks
before Thanksgiving week, and the week following
Thanksgiving week. In the spring we will collect
leaves the six weeks before Memorial Day weekend.

What to do: On scheduled collection weeks, place
leaves curbside by 7:00 a.m. on your regular trash
collection day in trash barrels, boxes, brown paper
leaf compost bags, or clear plastic bags.

WHAT TO DO
✔ Save these materials in your basement or garage and take them to the town’s household hazardous waste

collections on September 25, 2004, and May 14, 2005 from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. at West Elementary School on
Beacon Street.

✔ Do not bring explosive or biological (such as medical waste) or radioactive materials, tires, latex
paints, propane tanks, or alkaline batteries. Alkaline batteries and latex paints may go in your regular
trash. Dry latex paints by leaving their covers off until they are completely dry.

Recyclable items cannot be put in your regular rubbish but are collected curbside
every other week, on the weeks designated WEEK 1 or WEEK 2. Street names
and their designated week numbers and trash collection days are listed inside this
pamphlet. Recyclables will be collected on the same day as the trash collection.

PAPER: Clean paper, including newspa-
pers, magazines, catalogs, junk mail,
envelopes, paper bags, phone
books, office paper, computer
paper, file folders, fax paper, sta-
tionery, all books (remove hard
covers), spiral notebooks,
boxboard (such as cereal, cracker
and shoe boxes – remove liners).
Place in paper bags or bundle with
string.

NO plastic bags, plastic wrap, wax
paper or foodstained paper.

GLASS: Clear, green and brown. Please
rinse before recycling.

NO dishes, windows, ceramics, light-
bulbs, mirrors, Pyrex or broken glass.

METAL: Steel/tin cans and containers, and
any materials made of aluminum. Please
rinse and crush before recycling. Caps,
lids and labels are OK.
PLASTICS: All #1 thru #7 plastics. Numbers
are usually stamped on bottoms of contain-
ers. Please rinse (especially #6 styrofoam
food containers), and crush in order to
save space.

NO plastic bags or wrappings or styro-
foam packaging peanuts.

CORRUGATED CARDBOARD: Please break
down, flatten and fold boxes, cartons and
other pieces of cardboard into 2-ft. by 2-ft.
pieces, then tie or tape them together and
place next to your recycling bin.

WHAT TO DO
✔ Place glass and metal containers, aluminum materials, and plastics on bottom of blue recycling bin.
✔ Place paper materials in brown paper bags or bundle with string, and place on top of the other 

recyclables or stack next to the blue bin. Corrugated cardboard should be broken down and folded
into 2-ft. by 2-ft. pieces then tied or taped together and placed next to the blue bin.

✔ Place recycling bin and other recyclables at the curb by 7:00 a.m. on your pick-up day.
